NEW BILL UNDER 
CONSIDERATION 


The death of William L 
Zam, . 
Hanover plumber and native of 
East Berlin, who was instantly kill­ 
ed, March ll, when the light truck 
in which he was riding upset near 
BriUhart’s 
S ta tio n , 
York 
county, 
was accidental, according to a ver­ 
dict given by a coroner’s jury which 
heard testimony, Tuesday evening. 
at the office of Justice of the Peace ! 
L D. Sell, Hanover, 
The verdict returned, after 15 ! 
minutes of deliberating, follows: 
“William L. Zinn, on the eleventh 
day of March, 1933, came to his 
death from the result of injuries 
sustained when the car in which he 
was riding overturned 
and 
was 
crushed, 
“From 
evidence 
obtained 
from 
witnesses, death was accidental.” 
Coroner L. U. Zec.h, York, con­ 
ducted the inquest, 
On tile jury 
were: 
George An* bony. Harry B 
Yost, John W, Nace, Carroll For­ 
sythe, Marks Forney and Robert 
Wolf. 
Had No Driver's License 
The car in which Zinn and Rich­ 
ard Rutters, Hanover, were riding 
was driven by J. Radford Dunkin- 
son, Hanover. 
Dunkinson Tuesday 
paid a fine and costs on a charge 
of operating a motor vehicle with­ 
out a driver’s license, as a result of 
the accident, 
Dunkinson testified that he drove 
the light truck, with Rutters and 
Zinn, his employer, as passengers, 
leaving Hanover shortly after 7:30 
o’clock. 
From Hanover they went 
to Br od berk. through Jefferson, to 
York New Salem and then headed 
for Brillhart station, where a dance 
was iii progress. 
Truck Upset 
Dunkinson said he went over the 
crest oi the hill, which he claimed 
was unmarked as a dangerous grade, 
at about 25 miles an hour. 
The 
front wheels skidded on loose gravel 
and the car began to slide sideways 
down the grade 
The let I rear 
wheel collapsed and the light truck 
overturned, Zinn received fatal in­ 
juries in the accident. 
Richard Rutters, another occu­ 
pant of the tar, testified that he 
knew nothing after the trio left 
Hanover until he woke up in the 
York hospital the following after­ 
noon, He said that he had had sev­ 
eral drinks of alleged liquor at the 
Zinn Tin shop prior to the trip, and 
that Zinn too had imbibed lightly. 
It was brought out in the testi­ 
mony that, to the best of tile wit­ 
nesses' knowledge, Dunkinson, the 
driver, had not drunk any liquor.

It was charged in the w arrant 
th a t M itchell purported to sell 18.- 
300 shares of N ational City bank 
stock to his wife, Mrs, Elizabeth 
Rend M itchell, a t $212 a share on 
December 20, 1929. but th a t there 
was no actual sale of the stock. 
The governm ent charges the pur­ 
ported sale was accomplished w ith­ 
out the passage of any money but 
by an exchange of letters.

All su b -stru ctu re work was 
com pleted Ja n u a ry 24, 1932. 
O n Jan u ary 25 th e work of plac­ 
ing th e new steel beam s was begun. 
T:->ere are 28 
of these beam s, 
27 
inches high an d 53 feet long, with 
10-inch flanges, e tc h beam w eigh­ 
ing 4,804 pounds, or a to tal of 134,- 
fu2 pounds. T his work was all wone 
by hand labor and was com pleted 
in five days. 
Jan u ary 31, work of rem oving the 
fram ew ork of th e old bridge was 
started. T his fram e com prised 49,- 
522 feet of lum ber, exclusive of roof, 
mostly w hite pin®. 
T he lum ber was 
furnished 
by 
th e 
late 
Francis 
Cole, of “T he N arrow s.” T he fram e­ 
work was rem oved in five days and 
we painfully reg ret to note in pass­ 
ing 
th a t 
one 
of 
th e 
workers,

Q uantity Of Steel 
The superstructure 
of the 
new 
bridge consists of th e above m en­ 
tioned steel beam s (134.512 pounds! 
and 15,758 pounds 
of other steel 
angles, posts and bracing. 
These are held In place by 535 
feet of electric welding w hich re ­ 
quired about 
five days, 
and was 
done by the K ing W elding 
com ­ 
pany, of Lewistown. 
Betw een each 
two 
beam s 
th ere 
are 
tw o 
cross 
braces 
electrically 
welded. 
T here 
ere 
th irty - six 
steel 
pasts 
w ith 
steel angle guard rails or. top. 
Along th e posts, on each side of 
the bridge, a 6-inch by 6-inch wood­ 
en wheel guard is held in place by 
218 bolts, ^i-in ch by 17 inches. Be­ 
tween these wheel guards and the 
hand rails on top of the posts there 
are steel plates, w ith belt-like a p ­ 
pearances, called resiliflex, 220 feet 
long, on each side of the 
bridge 
rhese act as buffers if struck by 
vehicles. 
The floor consists of 2,115 pieecs 
oi yellow pine lum ber, two inches 
by six inches, held in place by S la n ­ 
gy plates. 
T en kegs of 30 penny 
wire nails 
were used 
lo lay the 
floor. T he w earing surface of the 
floor is, first, a coat of oil and on 
top of th a t two inches of am irsite, 
stone and oil com position, or about 
15 tons. T h ere w ere 60 gallons of 
paint used. 
F ront floor line down, 
ail wood and steel is painted drab 
and from th e floor line up, white. 
The bridge h as four 50-foot spans 
v.ith total length cf 2 0 9 feet over 
all 22 feet clearai.ee. and a 22-foot 
re adway.
